Meadows and pastures are 
about up to an average in condition 
and grass ban made a good growth, 
considering the cold, backward spring. 
The peach fruit buds winter-killed: 
apple bloom in about up to an aver- 
age; it is rather early to determine 
be prospects for other binds of frnit. 
Excepting drained land the ground 
s very heavy, owing to the limited 
"reeling of lust winter. The orice of 
milk is lower in Chicago than for 
leveral years past; more milk is sold 
'rom this county than any other in 
the state. The number of hogs and 
sheep IB leas than last year at the 
corresponding date.

The condition of the winter wheat 


:rop in Illinois May 1, as reported by 
ihe state board of agriculture, is bet 
ter in the northern portion but not so 
promising in the southern portion 
The percentage of area winter-killed 
is 14 per rent in the northern portion, 
central division 20 per cent, southern 
division 27 per cent.

The sa- 
loon, however, 13 ever waiting for the 
weak or social wage-earner. In this 
great city, on any of tbe main ave- 
nues, he cannot walk a block without 
passing a manufactory of misery. At 
eveiy turn tbe purveyor of diink en- 
tices him. .gets between him and his 
family, between him aud his man- 
hood, between him and his happiness.
